Pico Riviera Station received a 911 call from Suspect Luna, who said, "I'm drunk, and | 
have a gun.” He added that he was at o | When asked his name he said, 
"Don't worry about it til you get here," then hung up the phone. 


Deputies responded to the location regarding a "possible man with a gun, possible 
ambush" call. Deputy Reyes and assisting units were the first to arrive at the location 
and contacted Suspect Luna, who was frantically pacing in circles in the middle of the 
street, as if he were under the influence. Also present was an unidentified female adult, 
positioned on her knees within a few yards of Suspect Luna and yelling unintelligibly at 
him. 


Deputies continued to order Suspect Luna to show his hands, get on the ground, which 
he ignored. Aero Bureau's Air 21 responded and remained over the scene, and relayed 
to deputies that Suspect Luna had a handgun protruding from his right, pants pocket. 


Upon the arrival of additional units, and through the direction of Sergeant Castro, 
deputies strategically positioned themselves at the scene and formulated a lethal and 
non-lethal plan to contact Suspect Luna. Fortunately, deputies were able to remove the 
unidentified female adult from the location prior to their engagement. 


Suspect Luna continued to ignore the deputies' commands to show his hands and 
submit to their authority. As he removed his shirt and continued to yell at deputies, the 
butt of a handgun was now clearly displayed in his front pants pocket. He motioned 
several times at the handgun, antagonistically trying to make the deputies react to his 
movements. Without warning, Suspect Luna removed the handgun from his pocket and 
pointed it at deputies. Fearing for their safety, deputies fired multiple rounds, striking 
him twice. During the exchange, Suspect Luna retreated and fired approximately five 
rounds at deputies, missing them. Suspect Luna collapsed on a nearby sidewalk and 
was detained without further incident. 


Internal Affairs Bureau Acting Lieutenant Carlos Flores was notified. He along with 
Sergeants Scott Graham and John Rossi responded to Pico Rivera Station, to conduct

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 


On February 22, 2012, the Internal Affairs Bureau's Force and Shooting Response 
Team responded to the unincorporated Pico Rivera area regarding a deputy involved, 
hit shooting. The team consisted of Acting Lieutenant Carlos Flores, and Sergeants 
Scott Graham and John Rossi. Attorney Rob Miller of the Office of Independent Review 
also responded. 


IAB NOTE: AB Acting Lieutenant Сап s checked to see that the Watch 
Commander, Lieutenant Brian Yanagi Aiii <<. reasonable steps to ensure 
the involved and witness personnel did not discuss the incident among 
themselves or with uninvolved persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
investigators, and that the involved and witness personnel did not collectively 
consult with their attorney or representative. In addition, IAB Acting Lieutenant 
Carlos Flores checked to see if the watch commander attempted to have the 
involved and witness personnel gather in the company of a supervisor until they 
have provided a statement to the assigned investigators. 


Upon their arrival, they learned that there was an active command post and 
containment of the crime scene area. Investigators learned the series of events that 
occurred, culminated into a deputy involved, hit shooting involving Sergeant John 
Castro, Deputies Escalante, Reyes, Cantu, and Lucero. The personnel involved in the 
incident were uniformed patrol deputies. 


The criminal investigation was handled by Homicide Bureau Detectives William Cotter, 

and Shannon Laren. They entered the crime scene with Sheriff's Crime Lab Personnel. 
They documented their actions and findings on Supplemental Reports. See Exhibit A, 
pages 40- 47.

REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


Internal Affairs Investigator Scott Graham reviewed the radio broadcast during the 
incident.

They provide the address, business name and the description of 
the call stating," Male caller stated he's 390, has a gun, line disconnected. D.P. is un- 
coop on call the back. “

- At (2140:19 Hours), SCC advises that aero is responding. 

- At (2140:23 Hours), 151K3 requests to have units switch to the tactical frequency. 

- At (2140:36 Hours), Air 21 asks SCC for the comments in the call and advises they are 
"two out." 

- At (2144:19 Hours), 153F advises “10-33.” 

- At (20144:30 Hours), 153F advises they are detaining a possible 417 suspect at gun 
point. He provides the location, direction and notifies units to come in from the north. 

- At (2144:46 Hours), 150S advises he will be there in seconds. SCC advises of 1505'5 
arrival and repeats 153F's broadcast. 

- At (2145:05 Hours), a unit tells units to block off northbound Rosemead Blvd. 

- At (2145:14), Air 21 advises units to watch the suspect's right hand, he has something 
in his pocket. 

- Between (2145:19 Hours) and 2145:22Hours), a female voice is garbled on the radio. 
- At (2145:28 Hours) Air 21 advises again the suspect has something black in his right 
hand/pocket. 

- Between (2145:39 Hours) and 2145:43 Hours), a female voice is garbled on the radio. 
- At (2145:45Hours), SCC asks for a unit with a stun bag. 

- At (2145:50Hours), SCC asks for a unit with a stun bag to respond to {һе

- At (2152:47 Hours), the same unit advises that 902R is needed to stage, and assisting 
units to stage at the C.P.

- At (2152:58 Hours), a unit advises of a person running east. 

- At (2153:03 Hours), Air 21 advises the suspect dropped the gun about 20 feet away 
ahead of him.

INTERNAL AFFAIRS INTERVIEWS 


Sergeant John Castro was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Scott 
Graham and Mark Reyes on March 7, 2013, at 1134 hours. The interview was digitally 
audio-recorded. 


Sergeant Castro answered questions relative to tactics. 


Sergeant Castro said they were completing the early morning briefing when a call of a 
417 suspect, possible Code 77, came over the radio. He said Deputy Escalante had 
the handle on the call. She asked him, ^What makes this a Code 77?" 


Sergeant Castro said they had a similar call a week prior and they had already trained 
for this type of call. He told Deputy Escalante, "Let's go by the numbers.” She 
coordinated the call and they responded from the station. He said prior to arriving on 
scene, he heard Deputy Escalante coordinate arriving units. The first two units were 
deputies Padilla and Reyes. They initiated “10-33” radio traffic saying they had the 
suspect in sight. They broadcasted their location. Sergeant Castro said he began to 
respond. While doing so, SCC asked for a “Sam” unit to respond. He advised he would 
be there in seconds. Sergeant Castro said that as a supervisor, he was comfortable 
with the way the call was being handled as he drove to the location. 


Upon his arrival, he saw Deputy Padilla's vehicle on the right, and Deputy Reyes on the 
left. He pulled behind Deputy Reyes' radio car and parked. Sergeant Castro said he 
saw the suspect in the street. He said right anyway you could see his erratic, 
belligerent behavior. He said the suspect was yelling, cursing and was either 
intoxicated, or under the influence. The air unit was already over head and indicated 
they had seen a gun or black object in the suspect's pocket. Deputy Reyes asked him if 
he could deploy the AR-15. Sergeant Castro told him, "Go ahead, get the AR." He took 
a position of cover when Deputy Reyes walked away. 
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When Deputy Reyes returned, Sergeant Castro went over and told Deputy Padilla that 
there was an AR deployed. At this time, other deputies were arriving on scene. Deputy 
Padilla had deployed a stun bag. Sergeant Castro went back to let others know that a 
stun bag was deployed. Sergeant Castro said he went back to the position of cover 
with Deputy Reyes to be useful as a spotter, and let others know less lethal was 
available. 


Sergeant Castro said he saw the suspect running back and forth in the street. He did 
not see the gun at this time as the suspect's body was bladed, moving his right side 
away from them. 


During this time, commands were given to the suspect. Sergeant Castro saw some 
people in the hotel parking lot. He told Deputy Cantu to secure the parking lot, and 
detain one person to see if he was a friend, or just a spectator. 


Deputy Escalante asked him, "Do | have everything Sarge?" He asked her if the street 
was blocked off, and get more units to stand by. Deputy Escalante made the requests, 
and positioned a unit to the south to block off the access road. 


Sergeant Castro saw a female (Witness 8, call the suspect over to the east curb. 
She handed the suspect a cell phone. The suspect talked on the cell phone and walked 
back in the middle of the street. Sergeant Castro told Deputy Felix to detain the female 
and ask her as many questions as possible to find out the suspects information, and 
confirm if he had a gun. Sergeant Castro went back to the radio car with Deputy Reyes 
again, to see if anything had changed. He said Deputy Reyes told him, "Sarge, | think 
he's already reached for his gun." Sergeant Castro asked him if he had seen the gun, 
because at this time, he had not seen it. The suspect squared off with the deputies. 
Sergeant Castro saw the butt of a gun sticking out of the suspects right pant pocket. He 
remembers Deputy Escalante confirming the suspect has a gun over the radio. 


Sergeant Castro remained in his position of cover as he assisted Deputy Reyes as a 
spotter. He said the suspect was agitated, and fidgety. At this time, Sergeant Castro 
saw the suspect reach for his gun. He stated, "Feeling that he was going to pull it out 
and shoot at us, shoot at me or shoot at the whole crowd, | shot at him.” He shot two 
or three times, and saw the suspect running away for them. He said he saw the 
suspect shooting at them while running. He said the suspect was running southbound 
side stepping and shooting under his arm. Sergeant Castro shot again at the suspect 
until the suspect went down. He heard the Aero unit say, “998, suspect down." Aero 
advised that the suspect's gun was about 20 feet from him, and it is a good time to 
approach. 


Sergeant Castro backed up behind the radio cars to make sure the deputies were not 
hit or injured. Aero advised of a 415 deputy involved fight at the liquor store. Aero also 
told the deputies they need to approach before the suspect gets up. He instructed 
Deputy Escalante to let aero know they were going to wait until the fight was over 
before they would approach the suspect. 
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IAB NOTE: The fight mentioned by the Aero unit was not a fight. It was 

later learned that the father of the suspect was attempting to get into the area. He 
was prevented by containment deputies from entering the area because he was 
potentially in the line of fire by Sheriffs personnel. 


They formed an arrest team. Sergeant Castro designated Deputy Reyes to stay back 
with the AR-15. He had Deputy Padilla approach with less lethal. Deputy Cantu had 
the shield. He assigned Deputies Lucero and another Deputy to be the arresting 
deputies. He and Deputy Escalante were designated shooters. 


They approached the suspect. They handcuffed him and searched him. Deputy 
Escalante then radioed for paramedics to roll in. Sergeant Castro assigned a deputy to 
remain with the suspect's gun on the sidewalk. 


Sergeant Castro said a Norwalk sergeant approached him. He told Sergeant Castro to 
get his team together and go back to their cars. He said his he and his deputies would 
take care of the scene. 


Sergeant Castro said he was aware of his shooting background, and believes that 
based on his training, he looked through his sights. 


IAB NOTE: During his interview, Sergeant Castro was shown photographs of 
the scene. Sergeant Castro was asked to mark his, and the suspect's position, 
when the incident occurred. Copies of these photos are included. See 
Miscellaneous Documents. 


For Sergeant Castro's complete statements, refer to his verbatim interview transcripts. 


Deputy Adrian Reyes was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Scott 
Graham and Mark Reyes on March 5, 2013, at 1022 hours. The interview was digitally 
audio-recorded. 


Deputy Reyes answered questions relative to tactics. 


Deputy Reyes said he was at the Early Morning briefing when he heard a call of "911 
hang up, 417, Possible Code 77" call. He assigned himself to the call. He and his 
sister car, Deputy Padilla, responded to the call. 


When they arrived, they drove in from the north side of the m the service 
road and the aero unit arrived moments before them. As they drove in, Deputy Reyes 
said the air unit advised there was someone in front if the location. Deputy Reyes saw 
a male (Suspect), and a female (Witness , arguing in the middle of the service 
road. 
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Deputy Reyes said һе and Deputy Padilla stopped their radio cars approximately 20 
feet from them. Deputy Reyes got out of his car and asked if there was problem. He 
said the suspect began "mother fucking us, flipping us off." Due to the nature of the call, 
he believed this was the "possible 417 suspect." He got on the radio's emergency 
dispatch and pointed his gun at the suspect. 


Deputy Reyes said the female was not paying attention to them. She was talking to the 
suspect telling him, "Don't, Stop. Don't be like this. Don't do this. Don't do this." 


Deputy Reyes stated, "All | heard from him was just cussing at her and then every time 
we tried to get his attention, he just mother fucked us again, and was very 
uncooperative, never listened to any of our commands to show us his hands or 
anything." 


Deputy Reyes said he advised via the "Patch" that he was detaining a possible 417 
suspect at gun point. He advised he was facing south and requested for additional 
units. 


Approximately 10 seconds later, Sergeant Castro arrived on scene. Soon after, Deputy 
Escalante arrived and took over all radio traffic. Less lethal was requested and Deputy 
Padilla retrieved a stun bag from his radio car. 


The suspect was arguing with the female while walking back and forth in the street. He 
was getting farther away from where the radio cars were parked. He was throwing 
items out of his pockets. They attempted to get the female to come toward them to get 
her out of the potential line of fire. The air unit advised the suspect had a gun. Because 
of the suspect's distance from them, Deputy Reyes asked Sergeant Castro if he could 
deploy the AR 15. Sergeant Castro authorized its deployment. Deputy Reyes went 
back to the Sergeants vehicle and retrieved the AR 15. 


When Deputy Reyes came back to his position, he said the suspect had taken his shirt 
off and turned toward them for a second. That is when he saw a gun in the suspect's 
right pants pocket. 


Deputy Reyes said the female handed the suspect a cell phone. He got on it and was 
talking to someone. While he was on the phone, the female finally complied and walked 
over to the deputies. 


Deputy Reyes said the suspect closed the cell phone and threw it on the ground. He 
turned and faced the deputies, grabbing the gun from his pocket. 'He said the suspect 
was approximately 30 feet from him. Fearing the suspect was going to pick up the gun 
and shoot at him and the other deputies, he fired two or three rounds in the suspect's 
direction to stop the threat. 


Deputy Reyes said after he fired, he assessed to see if he had hit the suspect. He said 
the suspect looked straight at him, picked up his gun and turned away from him to the 
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east. The suspect bladed himself toward Deputy Reyes, lifted up his left arm, put the 
gun underneath his arm, and began shooting in Deputy Reyes direction. 


Deputy Reyes saw "muzzle flash" and began firing at the suspect believing the suspect 
was going to kill him, or one of the other deputies. The suspect began running in a 
south east direction while continuing to shoot at them. Deputy Reyes kept shooting to 
stop the threat. He saw the suspect throw his hands up, then fall on the east curb line. 
Deputy Reyes reassessed, and saw the suspect's gun approximately 20 feet from him. 


Deputy Reyes said an arrest team was formed. Because he had the AR 15, he 
provided cover for the arrest team while they approached the suspect. He said they 
made a tactical approach and handcuffed the suspect. 


Deputy Reyes said he was aware of his shooting background stating, “I know it was а 
long service road and he was on the service road and there are buildings. | know there 
is a liquor store on the south, on the southeast corner off of Cravell or actually 1 can't 
think of the street name." He said he did use the iron sights to gain target acquisition. 


IAB NOTE: During his interview, Deputy Reyes was shown photographs of the 
scene. Deputy Reyes was asked to mark his, and the suspect's position, when 
the incident occurred. Copies of these photos are included. See Miscellaneous 
Documents.

Deputy Ligia Escalante was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Scott 
Graham and Mark Reyes on March 24, 2011, at 1045 hours. The interview was digitally 
audio-recorded. 


Deputy Escalante answered questions relative to tactics. 


Deputy Escalante was beginning her shift when she received a radio call of a "Man with 
a gun, possible Code 77." She responded from briefing. She coordinated the call 
assigning units to the north, east, west, and rear of the location, with additional units 
meeting her in front of the hotel. She also requested an aero unit. 


As Deputy Escalante arrived on scene, she saw two units just pulling up. She heard 
"10-33" radio traffic and SCC stating the unit had seen the suspect with a gun. She 
parked directly behind one of the radio cars on the west side of the service road. As 
she got out of her radio car, she saw a male, (Suspect Luna) standing in the street in 
front of the» She immediately took cover behind the driver's door of the 
radio car in front of hers. 


Deputy Escalante said she immediately started coordinating units to block off traffic both 
north and south on Rosemead BI. She had another unit block off Caron at Rosemead 
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BI. This was the access road where they were with the suspect. She requested a shot 
gun, stun bag, and additional deputies to the location. 


Deputy Escalante said the suspect was pacing back and forth іп the street. He had his 
right hand in his pocket. He was shouting at a female (Witness i, who was on the 
east sidewalk. He took off his shirt, threw it on the ground and threw some objects at 
the female. The suspect's right side was away from the deputies as he faced east. 


She gave commands to the suspect to show his hands and get on the ground. She did 
this over the radio car's public address system. The suspect was not cooperative with 
the deputies. She said he was approximately 50 feet away from them. He was walking 
east and west in the street. He briefly faced the deputies, but was focused on the 
female. 


Deputy Escalante first saw the gun when the suspect slightly turned to his right and she 
saw the butt of the gun. She said that she was aware of the gun before she saw it 
because aero had mentioned it. 


Deputy Escalante had someone go and bring the female over for her safety, and to 
obtain formation from her. Deputy Escalante asked the female who the suspect was. 
She told her, “Eddie,” and confirmed he did have a gun. 


Deputy Escalante got on the P.A. and called him by his name and told him, Let me see 
your hands. Is there anything we can do for you? Don't reach in your pocket." He 
responding telling them, "Fuck you", while flipping them off. 


Deputy Escalante said that is when he reached into his right pocket, withdrew the gun 
and fired at the deputies. Fearing for her safety and the deputies by her, she fired back 
at the suspect. The suspect ran in a south easterly direction while firing back at them. 
She stopped shooting and reassessed. She saw the suspect go down. She said as he 
went down, he tossed his gun. It landed about 20 feet from him. She said the suspect 
went down approximately 100-150 feet from their vehicles. 


IAB NOTE: It was later learned that Deputy Escalante had fired a total of four 
rounds. 


Deputy Escalante heard a deputy involved fight on the radio. She told everyone to 
stand by. She opted to wait because the fight was only about 200 feet from where they 
were. 


She told Aero to let them know when the fight was Code 4, as well as they were 
formulating an arrest team, and plan. 


When Aero said the fight was Code 4, she advised over the radio they were going to 


approach the suspect. She indicated she was assigned as a designated shooter. 
There was a shotgun, stun bag, a shield, and a Sergeant was on the arrest team. 
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They approached and ordered the suspect to show his hands. The suspect was still 
non compliant. She said the suspect was handcuffed without incident. They requested 
paramedics and he was treated for his injuries. They requested additional deputies and 
sergeants to respond. The involved shooters went to the Command post. 


Deputy Escalante said she was aware of her shooting background stating, "There was 
no one there." She does not remember if she used her sights to gain target acquisition. 


IAB NOTE: During her interview Deputy Escalante was shown photographs of 
the scene. Deputy Escalante was asked to mark her, and the suspect's position, 
when the incident occurred. Copies of these photos are included. See 
Miscellaneous Documents. 


For Deputy Escalante's complete statements, refer to her verbatim interview transcripts. 


Deputy Maria Lucero was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Scott 
Graham and Mark Reyes on March 7, 2013, at 1100 hours. The interview was digitally 
audio-recorded. 


Deputy Lucero answered questions relative to tactics. 


She and her partner, Deputy Felix, were just leaving a report call when they heard the 
“417, Possible Code 77" call come out. They added themselves to the call and 
responded. 


They heard the radio traffic providing updates and they were told to enter from the north 
side. Deputy Lucero said there were already two — three units on scene. 


Upon arrival, Deputy Lucero said she saw a male (Suspect), walking back and forth in 
the street and was not complying with the deputies commands. She got out of her radio 
car and remained on the passenger side. She said she moved from the passenger door 
area to the trunk area, but was at the door frame most of the time. She said the suspect 
was walking back and forth and "testing us out." 


Deputy Lucero said the suspect ignored the commands and he was talking to a female 
(Witness who was there. He was flipping them off while lifting his shirt up and 
down. She said that at one point while his shirt was lifted up, she saw the butt of a gun 
in his right pocket. 


She said within a couple of minutes of him walking back and forth, the suspect turned 
and faced her, and the other deputies. She saw him pull a gun, and then a muzzle 
flash. She realized the suspect was shooting at them. Deputy Lucero thinking the 
suspect was trying to kill her, fired at him. She said she shot three times. After she 
shot, she saw the suspect fall to the ground, and his gun fly through the air. She moved 
to the trunk area of her radio car. 
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Deputy Lucero said Sergeant Castro directed the formation of an arrest team. She was 
assigned to handcuff the suspect. 


Deputy Lucero said she was aware of her shooting background stating, "I know there 
was a black and white vehicle that they had used to block off traffic there and that's it." 
She said she did not gain target acquisition, or use her sights. 


IAB NOTE: During her interview, Deputy Lucero was shown 
photographs of the scene. Deputy Lucero was asked to mark her, and the 
suspect's position, when the incident occurred. Copies of these photos 
are included. See Miscellaneous Documents. 


For Deputy Lucero's complete statements, refer to his verbatim interview transcripts. 


Deputy Andres Cantu was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Scott 
Graham and Mark Reyes on August 24, 2011, at 1045 hours. The interview was 
digitally audio-recorded. 


Deputy Cantu answered questions relative to tactics. 


Deputy Cantu said he was at the Pico Rivera Station when he heard a "Possible 417" 
priority call come over the radio. He was close to the location, so he responded. 


He said he came from the south and as he arrived, he heard "10-33" radio traffic. As he 
was driving north, he heard the deputies on scene advise they were detaining at gun 
point. Deputy Cantu realized that deputies were pointing their guns in his direction. He 
backed out then drove to the north side where the other radio cars were at. He said he 
was the third on scene. 


Deputy Cantu said as he arrived, he saw the suspect yelling at the deputies. 'He saw 
something in the suspect's right hand pocket. He also saw a girl. (Witness M sitting 
on the east side walk, and another male yelling. He said the persons were yelling at the 
suspect, not the deputies. 


Deputy Cantu said he and the other deputies were ordering the suspect to "get down, 
get down. Let me see your hands!" The suspect replied back telling the deputies, "Fuck 
off, fuck you!" 


Sergeant Castro told Deputy Cantu to go and deal with the other male who was yelling 
at the suspect. He backed a radio car out, then drove into the hotel via a north driveway 
out of the line of fire. He contacted the male, conducted quick pat down search, then 
detained him in the back seat of the radio car. He took a position of cover behind a 
vehicle that was parked in the lot. 
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Deputy Cantu said the suspect was walking back and forth in the street in front of the 
hotel. At one point he walked all the way into the west driveway. Deputy Cantu said the 
suspect told him, “Fuck you, | see you." Deputy Cantu realized that his car was in a 
vulnerable position if the suspect came around. He was concerned for the safety of the 
male in his back seat. He went back to his car and briefly talked with the male. The 
male told him the suspect was his friend, and had a gun. Deputy Cantu told the male to 
get out. The male went behind a building. Deputy Cantu said he did not identify the 
male because he was cooperative, not a threat to him, and he did not want him to get 
hurt so he released him. 


Deputy Cantu went back to his previous position of cover. As the suspect paced back 
and forth, Deputy Cantu said he saw what appeared to be the butt of a gun. He said the 
suspect was tapping it. 


He was asked if he let others know of the gun. Deputy Cantu said he told everybody, 
“Hey, gun. This guy has a gun." Everyone knew he had it, even Aero could see it. 


As the suspect continued to walk back and forth, Deputy Cantu said he had a good view 
of the suspect. He saw a gun in the suspect's right front pants pocket. At one point the 
suspect reached for the gun, he was tapping on it, then grabbed it and started bring it 
out. Deputy Cantu said as the suspect grabbed the gun, he was facing him. The 
suspect began raising the gun. Deputy Cantu said he knew the suspect was going to 
start shooting. Fearing that he was going to be shot, he fired at the suspect. The 
suspect turned and faced the other deputies. Deputy Cantu said as the suspect pointed 
the gun at the other deputies, he was manipulating the gun. He said he did not know if 
the suspect was taking it off of safety, or racking it, but the gun was pointed at the 
deputies. The suspect began shooting, then placed the gun under his left arm while 
turning to his right. The suspect continued shooting while running in a south east 
direction. Deputy Cantu said he saw four muzzle flashes from the suspect's gun. He 
lost sight of the suspect because of his angle from the parking lot. He said he did see 
the suspect's gun fly in the air. He stated, "I didn't see a hand or nothing, but | did see 
his gun." 


IAB NOTE: It was later learned that Deputy Cantu had fired a total of six 
rounds. 


Deputy Cantu said after he lost sight of the suspect, he did a tactical re-load. Aero 
advised the suspect was down, and the gun was so many feet away from him. Deputy 
Cantu felt it was safe for him to walk across the street back to the other deputies. 


Sergeant Castro told him to get the "Shield" and they huddled behind one of the cars 
and formed a tactical plan to approach the suspect. Once the arrest team was formed, 
they had to wait because of a deputy involved fight just south of their location. Deputy 
Cantu said the fight was Code 4 in about a minute and they made their approach. 
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Deputy Cantu said the suspect appeared to have а gunshot wound to his hip. The 
suspect was still uncooperative. He looked at Deputy Cantu behind the shield and 
flipped him off, and saying "Fuck you!” 


Once the suspect was handcuffed and secured, paramedics came and treated the 
suspect for his injuries. 


Deputy Cantu said he was aware of his shooting background stating, “I had a, pretty 
much an empty street for me. It was hedges empty and they had the traffic already 
stopped on, on Rosemead Boulevard so there's nothing going on there. So it was just 
pretty much the hedges an empty street, and then an empty parking lot | believe behind 
that." He said he did use his sights, and did gain target acquisition. 


IAB NOTE: During his interview, Deputy Cantu was shown photographs of the 
scene. Deputy Cantu was asked to mark his, and the suspect's position, when 
the incident occurred.

EMPLOYEE WITNESSES 


The following below Department witnesses were identified at the location and 
interviewed by Homicide Bureau Investigators Shannon Laren and William Cotter.

Deputy Venus Felix pages 66-67 


She heard the call for service as it was dispatched via radio. She and her partner 
responded and were the fifth unit to arrive on the service road that runs parallel to 
Rosemead Boulevard. She parked behind three other patrol units and the larger vehicle 
driven by Sergeant Castro. Allof the vehicles were facing south bound and were 
approximately in front of Пе ote. Once she exited her vehicle, she 
overheard Deputies Escalante, Reyes and Padilla all giving commands to a male 
suspect to show them his hands and to lie down on the ground. 


Felix said she took a position behind the drivers side door of Deputy Reyes' car and 
stood to his right side. She saw that the suspect was continually displaying his middle 
finger toward them and shouting profanities at them, and the helicopter overhead. She 
estimated there was 20-30 feet separating the deputies from the suspect at that time. 
She also noted a female sitting on a planter box near the driveway of the motel. The 
female was also yelling at the deputies and the suspect. At one point, she also saw the 
female hand the suspect a cellular telephone so that he could have a conversation with

someone. Seeing this, Felix engage the female (later identified as Witness lb in 
conversation and asked her to come to the rear of the assembled patrol vehicles so that 


she could speak with her in a safer location. agreed and came to the rear of the 
cars. ИШ: Felix that the suspect was һег and that he did have a loaded 
gun with him. Felix then placed into the rear seat of a nearby patrol vehicle for her 
safety. 


Felix returned to the front of the patrol vehicles and took a position behind the 
passenger side door of the patrol vehicle closest to Rosemead Boulevard, so that she 
was standing near Victim Deputy Padilla. At that time, the suspect was standing to the 
east of her, near the east curb line of the service road. Felix then relayed the 
information to the other deputies that the suspect was in possession of a loaded firearm. 


Felix then watched as the suspect used his right hand to lift his shirt up, exposing his 
waistband, he then used his left hand to point at a handgun he was carrying in his right 
front pants pocket. At that time, Felix could see that the handle of the gun was a darker 
brown or black color. 


A short time later, Felix saw the suspect turn his left shoulder toward the east basically 
turning his back to her. She heard a "pop" sound then saw a muzzle flash come from 
the right hand of the suspect which was now exposed to her view in front of his body. 
She also heard several rounds fired by the deputy personnel around her. The suspect 
then ran toward the south and she saw several more muzzle flashes coming from his 
person. He then fell onto the east sidewalk of the street, south of her. The deputy 
personnel then stopped firing. A short time later, Felix was part of an arrest team that 
went forward and handcuffed the suspect without further incident. 


Deputy John Padilla pages76-78 


Deputy Padilla said that he was at the station in briefing when he heard the call come 
out over both the radio and the station "P.A." system. He left briefing and immediately 
responded to the location and was first to arrive. As he was responding, he heard unit 
151K3 coordinating the response. He stopped his patrol unit in front of the location 
(facing south) and saw a male Hispanic in his 20's, wearing jeans and a sweatshirt, 
standing in the middle of the street in front of the location talking on a cell phone 
(Suspect Luna). He said at first, he wasn't sure if he was the informant or the suspect. 
He said at this point Deputy Reyes arrived and parked his vehicle next to him on his left. 


The male began yelling at them and raising his hands in the air "flipping them off." He 
said both he and Deputy Reyes exited their cars and stood adjacent to their driver's 
doors. He said he heard somebody giving orders to the suspect to put the phone down 
and to put his hands up. He said Suspect Luna had his hands out to his sides and his 
right hand was holding a cell phone to his ear. Simultaneously, he lifted up his sweater 
with his left hand, revealing his front waistband and chest. He saw that his torso was 
heavily tattooed and he appeared to be a gang member. Suspect Luna yelled at them, 
"Fuck you." Deputy Padilla said he looked over at Deputy Reyes as he announced over 
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the "patch" (radio) that they were detaining the possible "417" (man with a gun) suspect. 
He then retrieved the stun bag shotgun from the truck of his patrol vehicle and loaded it. 
He moved back into his driver's door jam and took cover, while pointing the shotgun at 
Suspect Luna. At that time, he recalled seeing another radio car arrive south of them. 
He told them over “direct” (radio) to watch their crossfire. 


As the situation continued, he heard deputies giving Suspect Luna commands to keep 
his hands in the air and slowly walk towards them. He saw that Suspect Luna did not 
follow the commands. He said that Suspect Luna was about 30 feet in front of him in 
the street and was walking towards him, then away with his hands at eye level. He 
didn’t see anything in his hands. 


He then saw a female seated on the curb, just south of the driveway. She started 
yelling at Suspect Luna, “Just stop. Do what they're telling you. Just listen to them." 
Suspect Luna walked over to the female and from a distance of approximately two to 
three feet, he took off his sweatshirt and threw it at her. He then removed an item from 
his left pocket and threw that at her too. He then walked away from her back into the 
middle of the street away from deputies. During this time, he heard other units arriving 
and heard deputies giving commands. Suspect Luna was still not complying. He then 
saw Suspect Luna turn around facing him and his right hand dropped to his right pants 
pocket. At this time, he saw an unknown black object protruding out of the top of the 
pocket. An unknown deputy repeatedly ordered Suspect Luna to get his hand away 
from the pocket. Suspect Luna complied and then again started talking to the female on 
the curb. He said he couldn't hear what the conversation was about. He said they were 
talking in a normal volume, not yelling. He saw the female hand Suspect Luna a cell 
phone. He walked back into the middle of the street as he apparently made a phone 
call and placed the phone to his ear. He heard more commands, telling Suspect Luna 
to hang up the phone and keep his hands where deputies could see them. He ignored 
the commands and “flipped off" himself (Padilla) and the other deputies two or three 
times. 


Suspect Luna turned towards him and the other deputies as unknown deputies told him 
to keep his hands where they could see them and walk towards them. Suspect Luna 
took about three steps towards them, stopped and his right hand dropped down towards 
his right pants pocket. Suspect Luna then turned his body towards the motel and took 
two to three steps away from them, but turned his torso back and looked at them. At 
that time, Deputy Padilla said he saw a black gun in Suspect Luna's right hand pointed 
at them (deputies). He heard one "pop" and saw muzzle flash come from Suspect 
Luna's gun twice. He then heard numerous shots from deputies to his left. Suspect 
Luna ran southbound in the street about ten feet and then fell. He said it looked like 
Suspect Luna tripped and as he fell, his right hand came up in the air and the gun flew 
threw the air. He didn't see where it landed. 


Deputy Padilla said that after Suspect Luna was down, he saw that he was still moving. 
He said that an unknown deputy requested the fire department to respond. 
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Deputy Scott Helbing, pages 81-83 


Deputy Helbing said that he heard over the radio a call of a man with a gun, possible 
ambush in the Pico Station area. He said they arrived over the call'in about three 
minutes. He saw a male walking around the courtyard of the aaa looking at 
them and thought that he was possibly the suspect. He then heard on the radio that 
deputies had located the suspect in the street. At that point, he also saw the suspect 
(Suspect Luna). He said Suspect Luna was standing in the street on the frontage road 
in front of the hotel. He used the helicopter spotlight to illuminate him. He saw a female 
with a red shirt kneeling at the end of a fence near the driveway, apparently pleading 
with Suspect Luna. Suspect Luna striped off his shirts and threw them onto the ground. 
He saw that Suspect Luna had numerous tattoos and he appeared to be a Hispanic 
gang member. At that point, Deputy Helbing said he saw a black object sticking out of 
Suspect Luna’s right front pants pocket. He advised the deputies over the radio that the 
suspect possibly had a gun. 


While the incident was occurring, Deputy Helbing said he was coordinating a perimeter 
containment. He also said that he was using a pair of “stabilized binoculars” to make 
his observations of Suspect Luna, while illuminating him with the helicopter spotlight. 
He said that he requested a patrol unit to block vehicle traffic on Karen Street, before 
the shooting occurred. A unit did take up a position south of the incident and blocked 
traffic. 


Deputy Helbing saw that Suspect Luna was also apparently talking on a phone, which 
he had to his ear. He threw the phone to the female with the red shirt and “bladed his 
body" (turned sideways to a smaller profile view,) which shielded his right side from the 
deputies view. Then he placed his right hand on and off the black object in his pocket. 
He said at this point he saw that the black object appeared to be the butt of a gun. 
While Suspect Luna still had his right side bladed away from the deputies, he pulled the 
gun out of his pocket, looked down at it, then put it back into the same pocket. At this 
time, Deputy Helbing said he advised units over the radio that Suspect Luna did have a 
gun. Deputy Helbing said that shortly before or after he positively identified the gun, 
Suspect Luna put his shirt back on. He was acting agitated and yelling at deputies and 
the female on the sidewalk. 


Deputy Helbing then saw Suspect Luna again pull the pistol out of his right front pants 
pocket, turn his body to the right and simultaneously run in a southeast direction away 
from the deputies and begin shooting back at the deputies. He saw muzzle flash as 
Suspect Luna fired three or four rounds at the deputies. Suspect Luna ran from the 
middle of the street towards the sidewalk. As he reached the sidewalk, he fell down 
onto the sidewalk. He recalled seeing numerous sparks on the street where deputy 
rounds were striking near Suspect Luna. He couldn't see the deputies actually shooting 
because they were in the dark and Suspect Luna was illuminated by the spotlight. 
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Suspect Luna fell down on the sidewalk with his head to the south and his feet to the 
north. He was bleeding from his buttock and upper leg area. His handgun came to a 
rest approximately 20 feet to the south of him on the sidewalk. 


Deputy Ed Looney, page 83 


Deputy Looney said that the night of the shooting, he was assigned to AIR 21 as the 
pilot. The observer was Deputy Scott Helbing and the rear passenger (directly behind 
the observer) that night was Reserve Deputy Walt Mushagian. 


Deputy Looney said that he heard a call over the radio of a man with a gun, possible 
ambush in the Pico Station area. He said he flew them to the location and they arrived 
over the call in about three minutes. He advised that while over the call, he only 
periodically looked down to see what was happening. He said the safety of the flight is 
his number one priority. He said that he watched the back of his observer's head and 
turned the ship in the direction his observer was looking. 


He said that he did see the deputies "setting up" and saw that the suspect (Suspect 
Luna) wasn't wearing a shirt and appeared agitated. He orbited over the scene and 
eventually saw Suspect Luna shooting at the deputies who were to his north. He was 
holding the gun in his right hand and was bladed, running southbound and shooting 
back across his body northbound. Deputy Looney saw two or three muzzle flashes 
from Suspect Luna, but didn't see any deputies shoot. When he came around on the 
next orbit, he saw Suspect Luna down. He stayed overhead until Suspect Luna was 
taken into custody. 


Reserve Deputy Walter Mushagian, page 84 


Deputy Mushagian said that the night of the shooting, he was assigned to AIR 21 as a 
backseat observer. He sat directly behind the front seat observer. The front seat 
observer was Deputy Scott Helbing and the pilot was Deputy Ed Looney. 


Deputy Mushagian said he heard a call over the radio of a man with a gun, possible 
ambush in the Pico Station area. They arrived at the call in about four to five minutes. 
He saw radio cars lined up facing southbound on a side street and deputies behind the 
cars. He saw the suspect (Suspect Luna) 100-150 feet south of the deputies walking 
around, apparently agitated. 


During the incident, he said that the helicopter was completing left hand orbits and he 
saw that Deputy Helbing was watching Suspect Luna with binoculars. At one point, 
Deputy Helbing notified ground units that Suspect Luna had a gun. He couldn't see the 
gun at that point. 


They made a couple additional orbits, then he saw Suspect Luna walking towards the 
deputies, closing the distance between them. Suspect Luna then turned towards the

While he was standing at the rear 
of the truck, he observed the suspect standing in the street and was throwing his hands 
up in the air. The police were positioned to the north of the suspect. He saw the 
suspect walking toward the police and away from them. When the shooting started, he 
does not know if the suspect, or the deputies, fired the first shot. After the initial shots 
were fired, he saw the suspect moving away from the deputies and shooting back at 
them. Witness MN demonstrated how the suspect was shooting by draping his right 
arm across the front of him and pointing his hand backward, over his left hip (suspect's 
back would be toward the deputies). The suspect then fell to the ground.

He 
positioned himself at the rear of a semi tractor-trailer that was parked on the west end of 
the row of trucks, parked in the south end of the parking lot. He then began videotaping 
the events with his cell phone. 


When asked what he had seen, Witness M: responded, "some idiot standing in the 
street" He explained the suspect was just walking back and forth. Witness И 
stated he heard the deputies giving commands to the suspect which were, "get on the 
ground, get on the ground, turn around, put your hands behind your head."

Suspect Luna was interviewed during the investigation by Homicide Bureau 
Investigators Shannon Laren and William Cotter on February 23, 2012. Precise 
wording may be obtained by reviewing the digitally audio recorded interview located in 
IAB's audio files and/or the verbatim transcripts listed under the Transcriptions section 
of the IAB casebook.

He claimed that he did have a 
handgun with him when he was contacted by the deputies and that he was carrying it in 
his pocket. He admitted that he was continually touching the gun and that he did pull it 
out and put in back into the pocket during the altercation. 


However, Luna claimed that he did not initially pull the gun out, but that he heard one of 
the deputies say “I see a weapon” then it sounded like fireworks went off. After that, 
Luna said that he started to run, then pulled the firearm out and shot back. He said that 
he only fired the weapon 2 times and that he shot over the heads of the deputies. 
Investigators asked Luna where he obtained the handgun. He refused to say, but did 
state that it was already loaded when he acquired it. 
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
